PACIFICATION ACTIVITIES OF LAC DISTRICT 2ND COMPANY REPORTED 
Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 24 Sep 81 p 3 
[Reporter's article from Ba Xuan: "Amid the Tribal Village's Love] 


[Text] Nearly 2 years ago, cadres and troopers of the 2nd Company of the Lac District 
received the mission from higher echelon of establishing bases in the villages of 
Krong No and Nam Ca. The two villages are situated in a highly mountainous and 

remote area which is barely accessible. It is a region straddling the borders of the 
provinces of Dac Lac and Lam Dong. The piece of land was formerly a local puppets’ 
base. At that time they deceived the tribal peoples and created a wide net to attempt 
to wage a protracted struggle against the revolution. After the country was liberated 
the reactionary henchmen still persisted in their insidious schemes. They wanted to 
transform the area into a permanent foothold to sabotage the revolution. Through 
pernicious actions, the reactionaries controlled the tribal peoples and spread propa- 
ganda to divide the various tribes. 


On receiving their task, cadres and troopers of the 2nd Company swiftly moved to the 
territory of the two villages of Krong No and Nam Ca. In the early days, cadres and 
troopers ran into no little trouble and hardship. Controlled by the enemy, the tribal 
fellow countrymen did not understand much about the revolution. Many families did 

not even allow the troops to come into their houses. Cadres and troopers were forced 
to erect tents and build temporary barracks outside the village to live. The local 
reactionaries even harrassed the unit's camp. Confronted by that situation, the 2nd 
Company Party Chapter instigated a resolution of all cadres and troopers to hold firmly 
to their base to eliminate the reactionaries. 


Almost all cadres and troopers of the 2nd Company are relatives of the ethnic minorities 
in the province. They all know the dialects and the local customs. However, because 
of their limited education, they could not, at first, know how to explain to the local 
people their tasks. To overcome difficulties, they encouraged themselves to gradually 
gain the people's hearts through prectical deeds. 


The Company broke itself down into small teams which lived in with families and worked 
together with the people. They cleaned roads, dug wells for each family, organized 
group activities and taught songs and dances to children and youths. Gradually, they 
earned the people's esteem. 














A team led -y Y Ton was charged with working in the fields and living with the people 
every day. Y Ton encouraged the family to plant wet field rice. There was a bountyful 
crop that year and the whole village lauded Y Ton. 


In the village, a number of people still used the slash-burn method. Because of to 
much rain, the slash-burn slopes yielded a meager crop and the people did not have 
enough to eat. Cadres and troopers of the 2nd Company set aside rice produced by 

the Company to give it to the people. The Company's command also gave 53 baskets 

of rice seeds and nearly 2 hectares of to-be-harvested manioc for the local authorities 
to distribute among the people to fight famine. 


The troops ↄ4s0 organized security and hunted wild animals to protect the people's 
rice fields. Many times they killed wild animals and distributed them to the elderly 
and to the children in the village. The elderly people realizedthat the troops under- 
stood the people's customs and were deeply moved. One night an old man asked his 
offspring to light a torch and to take him to the troops to chat. He told many 
interesting stories about work and about protecting the village. 


Organization of the militia in the two villages was also rapidly consolidated and 
developed. Many youths enthusiastically enrolled into the militia and actively 
participated with the troops to guard and protect the village. 


After a long and tireless struggle, the cadres and troopers of the Lac District's 
2nd Company were really loved by the people. The entire village commended the 
troops for their dedication and love of the people. 


Whenever they saw the villains, the villagers reported it to the troops. Many persons 
uncovered enemies who had infiltrated our organizations. Ma Anh, a former puppet 
soldier who had not submitted himself to reeducation, managed to enroll into the 
village militia and to become its military commander. He frequently supplied food, 
ammunitions and weapons to reactionaries in the deep jungle to fight the revolution. 
Many persons were aware of his acts but were subdued by him. After being educated, 
the people reported Ma Anh's acts and volunteered to lead the troops to ambush him 
and caught him red handed when he was hiding weapons. 


In close cooperation with the people in the last 2 years, the warriors of the Lac 
District's regional forces 2nd Company have become very close with the Mo Nong and 
E De peoples in the Krong No and Nam Ca villages. 


Tracked down relentlessly by the troops and by the militia, the reactionaries did not 
dare come to the villages to steal rice and to kill people like before. However, they 
still gathered in the deep forests to sabotage other areas. Confronted by that 
situation and aided by the local people, the 2nd Company formulated a coordinated 

plan to strike the enemy. 


The first platoon commanded by Krai and assisted by the militia who led it to Du Trong 
District was charged with tracking down the villians. Chasing the enemy for a long 
time, the cadres and troops exhausted their rations. Krai encouraged the unit to dig 
wild corms to eat and continue the search. The warriors had to sleep in the jungle 
and on trees but with dedication and patience, they continued their task. After 

10 days, the unit discovered the enemy. Under Krai's command, the unit surrounded 

and completely eliminated an enemy group. The troops seized all their weapons and 

















documents. Not satisfied with his first victory, Krai still led the unit in continuing 
the ambush for 1 more week and uncovered the whereabouts of the leader of the reaction- 
aries. He was a former puppet major. Krai gave the squad commanded by Ro Yam Bnong 
the mission to attack the enemy. Five smart warriors succeeded in penetrating the 
enemy sanctuary in K village. They took six prisoners and found the organizations 
that helped them. With the new victories, the unit gained more confidence and love 

of the people. 


In their process of chasing and sweeping the enemy, the 2nd Company established many 
bases in the montagnard villages, organized many strong milita units and actively 
provided security and safety for the working and productive lives of the local people.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE, MERCHANDISE PURCHASE FOR HOMECOMING VIETNAMESE

[Text] Intershop, Imex...these far-out sounds have become familiar words to overseas 
Vietnamese who go home for a visit. Imex (in Ho Chi Minh City) and Unimex (in Hanoi) 
are shops reserved exclusively for people at home who have received foreign currency 
from their relatives abroad, who have exchanged it at the State Bank and who have 
been issued a "foreign exchange certificate” (cf article entitled: “Send money and/ 
or gifts" published in DOAN KET issue No 315). As for Intershops, they are reserved 
for foreign currency owners including foreigners (either permanent or temporary 
residents or tourists) and also overseas Vietnamese coming home for a visit. There 
are an Intershop in Giang Vo Street, Hanoi, and another at the corner of Nguyon Hue 
and Le Loi Boulevards, Ho Chi Minh City. In addition, at the Ben Thanh commercial 
center (formerly Rex commercial center), there are other shops which are reserved 
for people processing foreign currency or holding a “foreign exchange certificate" 
and which “compete” with Interskops and Imex. Similar small shops are found also in 
international hotels. 


What can customers buy at these shops? They can buy food products such as milk, 
candies, chocolate, monosodium glutamate, coca-cola, canned beer, wine and liquor 
or they can buy appliances such as flashlight batteries, electric bulbs and fans, 
radio and television sets. These goods come from many sources: They are Vietnamese 
on-the-spot export commodities (such as Blao aromatic tea, "Con 0” [Eagle Brand) 
flashlight batteries, fine arts products) or state-purchased merchandises (in case 
overseas Vietnamese send to their relatives at home a too large quantity exceeding 
the norms fixed for gifts, for instance, thousands of "Bic" pens and hundreds of 
watch batteries) but, to date, the bulk of these goods is constituted by commodities 
imported by the state with the objective of serving customers and obtaining more 
foreign currency. 


This is an essential service which proves beneficial from many points of view. For 
the state, it provides a noticeable source of foreign currency and, at the same time, 
helps limit market monopoly caused by contraband importation (by land from Thailand 
or by sea). For overseas Vietnamese, Intershops provide them with food products and 
merchandises which they may use as gifts to their relatives at home according to the 
latter's desire and which they do not have to take the trouble to carry into the 
country from abroad. 











The Other Side of the Coin 


Like some other service installations, Intershops still have many facets which must 
be improvec and even changed completely if these shops are to exactly fulfill their 
task of serving the interests of the state and customers. 


First, the composition of goods sold at Intershops is still insufficieat in view of 
the buyers’ demand and the state policy (which is to encourage the importatioxn of 
raw materials and equipment useful for production purposes but, to our knowledge, 
Intershops have not yet paid attention to these categories of goods). 


It is most important to point out the following situation: In the recent summer, 
overseas Vietnamese who visited Intershop in Ho Chi Minh City could not buy merchan- 
dises; but if they agreed to buy on commission for traders waiting at the gate (and 
even inside the shop), they could immediately buy almost anything they wanted, in- 
cluding the goods not displayed on the counter! Clearly, there was a brazen under- 
hand dealing between the black market network and the Intership personnel (since this 
agency is « small one with not many employees, it is hard to believe that the board 
of directors is unaware of this state of affairs). 


The root cause of this situation is the loose management of foreign currency: Since 
anyone holding a passport is entitled to use foreign currency to buy goods at Inter- 
shop, traders have hired overseas Vietnamese or foreigners to use “smuggled” foreign 
currency to buy merchandises <rom the shop and, worse still, have acted in connivence 
with the shop personnel to take out goods and sell them right on the sidewalk in 
front of the shop gate. Some «hallow-minded overseas Vietnamese have been tempted 
by such an easy profit and have become the traders’ instrument, creating a bad image 
of the overseas Vietnamese in the mind of the state cadres and employees who are 
struggling against very great difficulties in their daily life. 


"Dollar A" 


In order to end this situation, as of 1 August, the Vietnam Foreign Trade Bank has 
issued “coupons in lieu of foreign currency" of l- or 5-dollar denomination, which 
are generally called “Dollar A." All the services to be rendered to foreign visitors 
such as hotel accommodation, transportation by tovcist cars and purchase of goods at 
Intershop must be paid for by "Dollar A instead of genuine foreign currency as in 
the past. 


Of course, this measure will help limit, if not completely check, the black market 
activities; (for example, on the morning of 1 September, a black market “representa- 
tive" offered to pay us 44 dong for a “Dollar A" when we were inside Intershop). 


lf staple goods and products designed to promote production are imported in larger 
quantities, if prices are fixed rationally (on the basis of the price law), if the 
aboverentioned shortcomings are corrected and if the irrationalities inherent in the 
foreign exchange measures applied during the recent summer are eliminated, the ser- 
vice rendered by Intershops and similar ones will develop their role, prove profita- 
ble to the state and meet the needs of homecoming overseas Vietnamese. 








Correction 


Following is the correction to some printing errors or omissions in the article 
entitled: "Send money and/or gifts" published in DOAN KET issue No 315: 


1. Based on our calculations (and the price situation by the end of August 1981), 
l French franc is equivaivnt to between 4 and 5 dong (instead of 2 dong as erroneous- 
ly printed) if gift packages A, B and C are sent home. 


2. The amount of 7,000 French frs mentioned in the article is the maximum which each 
person has the right to declare as a gift to his parents and to deduct from his income 
in his yearly income tax return (no matter whether he sends money through a bank or 
pays to B.N.P. [Banque Nationale de Paris?] for sending a gift package A, B or C to 
his paren =s}. This amount is not the maximum allowed to be sent (because according 

to the regulations in force in France, each person is allowed to send abroad up to 
5,000 French frs each month). 


3. Our investigations have confirmed the good quality of the commodities contained 
in packages A, 8 and C pertaining to Imex in Ho Chi Minh City (during a period of 

6 monthe, there was only one instance when canned milk was of bad quality and also 
one consignment in which fish sauce was in short supply and had to be replaced by 
another merchandise). However, accurding to some of our readers and to the Vina- 
Paris Company's confirmation, there were many cases when the goods packages belonging 
to Unimex Hanoi were of bad quality. Vina-Paris has contacted Unimex and requested 
it to correct such mistakes. We will notify our readers of any further specific 
development.

SOVIET WORKERS’ EMULATION DRIVE--Vietnamese and Soviet workers at the Xuan Mai 
prefabricated house concrete slabs factory have participated in an emulation drive 

to increase output to greet the 3d anniversary of the Vietnam-Soviet treaty of friend- 
ship and cooperation and the 64th anniversary of the Ruesian October Revolution. The 
Soviet-built Xuan Mai factory can produce concrete slabs for building 60 five-storey 
buildings or 100,000 square meters of living quarters a year. This is the biggest 
factory that produces construction material for Hanoi and adjacent provinces. The 
cement slabs can be used to build 4 house models with an area of from 42 to 64 square 
meters each.

NEW SYSTEM OF AGRICULTURAL REQUISITION-PURCHASE PRICES ANNOUNCED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 10 Oct 81 pl 


[Articles "Requisition-Purchase Prices of Agricultural Products and Prices of Ag- 
ricultural Production Means” | 


[Text] On 26 September 1961 the Council of Ministers issued Decision No 95/HD BT 
regarding the requisition-purchase prices of agricultural products and the prices 
of agricultural production means applicable for the collective economy and the fami- 
ly economy in the north, the southern Trung Bo coastal provinces, ani the Central 
Highlands. 


The Council of Ministers set forth the formula and guidance prices for the requisi- 
tion-purchasing of the various kinds of agricultural products: 


1. The requisition-purchasing prices of agricultural products must be determined 
in the relationship of the over-all national economy, and must be intended to pro- 
mote the development of production, encourage the agricultural cooperatives, produc- 
tion collectives, and peasants to set aside many products to sell to the state, 
further the cooperativization movement in agriculture, and consolidate the new pro- 
duction relationships in the rural areas. 


2. The requisition-purchase prices must be based on rational productivity and pro- 
duction costs, and must assure that the producers are reimbursed for their produc- 
tion expenses and earn a suitable profit. 


3. They must assure a rational ratio between the purchase prices of agricultural 
products and the prices of production means and state consumer goods sold to the 
peasants in accordance with the general principles that the state does not have to 
make up for deficits and that the cooperatives, production collectives, and peasants 
all benefit. 


4, The requisition-purchase prices of paddy in the northern provinces, along the 
southern Nam Bo coast, and in the Central Highlands are based on the standard of the 
price of paddy in the Red River Delta, and there is assured a rational disparity 
among the various areas based on their production conditions (soil, water, weather, 
and climate). The purchase prices of the various kinds of subsidiary food crops 
(corn,dried potatoes, dried manioc) and the various kinds of agricultural products 


used as raw materials for industry and export are based on the purchase prices of 
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paddy and the rationai production costs of each type of agricultural product, in ac- 
cordance with a rational price relationship among the various kinds of crops in the 
different production areas. 


5. In the requisition-purchasing of agricultural products in the above-mentioned 
localities, the state applies two price policiess obligatcry purchasing at stabili- 
zed guidance prices and extra-obligatory purchasing at negotiated prices. 


With regard to the requisition-purchasing prices of the various kinds of agricultur- 
al products: 


1, The purchase prices of grain sold on an obligatory basis: 
a. Paddy prices: 


Area 1, consisting of the provinces of Thai Binh, Hai Hung, Ha Nam Ninh, and Ha Son 
Binh (except for the former Hoa Binh Province), and the municipalities of Hanoi and 
Hai Phong. The current purchase price of .52 to .56 dong per kilo is increased to 

2.5 dong, and in difficult production areas it is increased to 2.75 dong. 


Area 2, consisting of the provinces of Vinh Phu, Ha Bac, and Thanh Hoa. The current 
price of .56-.60 dong per kilo is in creased to between 2.75 and 3.00 dong. 


Area 3, from Nghe Tinh to Thuan Hai. The current price of .60 to .65 dong per kilo 
is increased to 3.00-3.30 dong. In places with especially difficult conditions the 
prices is increased to 3.50 dong. 


Area 4, consisting of the provinces of the mountain region and the high-altitude 
areas of the three regions mentioned above. The current price of .65 to .72 dong 
per kilo is increased to 3.30-3.50 dong. 


b. The purchase prices of corn, dry potatoes, and dry manioc: 


-- The purchase price of corn in Nghe Tinh and the mountain region, now .65 dong 
per kilo, is increased to 3.20 dong. In the Red River Delta and other areas the 
current price of .58 dong per kilo is increased to 2.75 dong. 


-- The purchase price of dried sweet potatoes, now .65 dong per kilo, is increased 
to betwee 2.70 and 3.20 dong, depending on he production conditions and the sub- 
sidiary food consumption customs in each area. 


-- The purchase price of dried manioc, now .75 dong per kilo, is increased to be- 
tween 60 and 120 percent of the paddy price in that area, depending on the produc- 
tion conditions, yields, and quality, and on whether it is consumed like grain or 
used as raw material for industry. 


2. The purchase prices of animal products sold on an obligatory basis: 


The purchase price of live hogs (based on the standard of a hog weighing between 40 
and 60 kilos) is 18 to 20 dong per kilo. 








The purchase price of pork in the food-producing belts around the cities and indus- 
trial zones is increased to 10 percent more than the guidance price sothat it can 
serve as a stimulant. 


3. The purchase prices of the other agricultural products sold on an obligatory ba-

-- The insecticide prices are based on Decision No 35-YGNN-TLSX, date 28 August 
1981, of the State Price Commission.

The irrigation fees will be made public later. 

With regard to the organization and guidance of implementation. 

1. The implementation of the above-mentioned policy of guidance buying and selling 
prices must be accompanied by the promotion of production, the improvement of econo- 


mic management, socialist transformation, the perfection of socialist production re- 
lationships in agriculture, the strengthening of market management, etc. 








2. The State Price Commission and the people's committees of the provinces and 
municipalities must, along with the information and propaganda organs, explain the 
policy very broadly so that the peasants and cadres can clearly understand the 
States policy of readjusting the requisition-purchase prices of agricultural pro- 
ducts, the selling prices of production means, ani the retail prices of consumer 
goods, in order to serve and stimulate the development of production, and the suita- 
ble resolution of the relationships between accumulation and consumption, between 
the state and the peasants, and between the workers and the peasants. 


3. On the basis of the standarm prices in this decision, the State Price Commission 
cooperates with the requisition-purchasing and supply ministories determine and make 
public the specific buying and selling prices according to the type and quality of 
eachproduct. 


The lists of agricultural products requisition-purchasing prices and the lists of 
agricultural production means in each locality must be made public. The localities 
and the state and collective requisition-purchasing and supply organizations must 
correctly obseve those prices as regards the producers, and must not arbitrarily 
raise or lower prices, which harms the state and the peasants ani distorts the 

price ratios between industrial products and agricultural products, which have been 
rationally determined by the state. 


As reganis the differences among the requisition-purchasing prices from area to 
area, the State Price Commission provides guidance based on the stipulations of Re- 
solution 10-CP, dated 8 January sectors and localities cannot arbitrarily adjust 
prices from area to area. 


Negotiated requisition-purchasing prices are stipulated by the provincial and munic- 
ipal people's committees in the framework of the guidance prices stipulated for 
each season and area in accordance with rational relationships between the pruchase 
prices of agricultural prices and the selling prices of production means. 


The State Price Commission, the ministries in charge of requisition-purchasing, and 
Supplying, the people's committees at the various echelons must continually and 
closely monitor the situation of requisition-purchasing, market management, and 
prices in order to promptly correct deficiencies and assure the strict observance of 
the state policies that have been promulgated. 


4, The new guidance prices in this decision are applied with regard to the collec- 
tive and family economic sectors in all localities in the north, the coastal pro- 
vinces of southern Trung Bo, and the Central Highlands, effective 10 October 1961. 


With regard to the products of the state farms, the ministries and general depart- 
ments managing production must study and approve the enterprise wholesale prices. 
While awaiting approval they may temporarily apply the above system of purchase 
prices regarding the collective and family economic sectors.

AGRICULTURAL REQUISITION-PURCHASE PRICES INCREASED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 10 Oct 81 pp 1,2

Purchase Prices of Agricultural ts in the North and the Provinces in Southern 
Part of Former Trung Bo Increased” 


[Text | 1. Why do the requisition-purchase prices of agricultural prices have to be 
increased? 


Advancing agriculture from small-scale production to large-scale socialist produc- 
tion, creating high yields and output, and meeting the needs of the national economy 
for foodstuffs, raw materials for industry, and exports are always major concerns of 
the party and state. 


In order to fulfill those requirements, for many years now the state, in addition to 
investing in water conservancy, fertilizer, new varieties, mechanization, etc., has 
many times increased the requisition-purchase prices of cultural products (fron 
.2 dong per kilo of paddy in 1956 to .52-.56 dor; in 1980), in combination with the 
exchange of industrial goods, including both production means and consumer goods. 
Now, in addition to the measure of contracting-out production to workers and groups 
of workers, the Council of Ministers, implementing Directive No 109/CT-TW, dated 19 
May 1961, of the Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee, has issued Deci- 
sion No 95/HDBT, dated 26 September 1961, which considerably increased the requisi- 
tion-purchase prices of all of the principal agricultural products. In view of the 
fact that the economy is still beset with difficulties and major imbalances, why has 
the state once again increased the requisition-purchase prices of agricu)tural pro- 
ducts (for about the fifth time)? 





First of all, it is being done to stimulate the strong development of agricultural 
production, promote intensive cultivation, expand the acreage in the newly developed 
areas, and increase the output of crops and stock raising, expecially grain. If 
that is to be accomplished, an extremely important matter is that the requisition- 
purchase prices must be sufficiently high to make up for production expenses umer 
the new conditions, which have changed. At the same time, there must be suitable 
accumulation for the cooperatives and peasants. In order to achieve intensive 
cultivation and increase crop yields under the present conditions, we must invest 
additional fertilizer and labor, and apply new techniques, which will result in in- 
creases in both production expenses and capital accumulation, in order to increase 
intensive cultivation. 
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The application of the new system of prices of consumer goods ani production means 
sold to the peasants and the other categories (the import ces of most imported 
production means are 5 to 10 times higher than in the past) also requires that we 
Simultaneously change the system of requisition-purchase prices of agricultural pro- 
ducts so that they can be appropriate, and assure that the cooperatives and peasant 
families can recover their increased production expenses resulting from the changed 
prices of materials and that their incomes are sufficient to fultill their needs at 
the new retail guidance prices of consumer goods. 


The system of requisition-purchase prices of agricultural products must be placed in 
the over-all framework of the national economy. At present, the national economy is 
still sericusly out of balance, so the system of requisition-purchase prices must 
contribute to stabilizing the over-all economic-financial situation, which will both 
serve to stimulate the development of agricultural production and concentrate 
sources of goods in the hands of the state on the besis of increasing labor produc- 
tivity and increasing output so that production can bring about the necessary re- 
sults, while also creating all conditions for developing iniustry and effectively 
promoting our exports to the world. 


Especially under the conditions of advancing directly to socialism from the status 
of a backward agricultural country, the system of requisition-purchase prices must 
contribute to stabilizing the financial situation (balancing budget and reducing 
he cash flow) in omer to do a good job of resolving the relationship between ac- 
cumulation and consumption, rationally distribute the national income between in- 
dustry and agriculture, and gradually create accumulation for industrialization. 


The requisition-purchase prices of agricultural products in the north and in the 
provinces in the southern part of the former Trung Bo are also being raised in omer 
to assure the nationwide unity of the system of requisition-purchase prices of agri- 
cultural products were adjusted more than a year ago in the provinces of the former 
Nam Bo), and of course take into consideration the economic-social characteristics 
in each region. 


2. The crux of the matter is production and productivity: 


A very important matter in creating the new system of requisition-purchase prices is 
that it must manifest both the obligations and rights of the agricultural coopera- 
tives and peasants. The state's requisition-purchase prices both serve to strongly 
encourage the cooperatives and peasants to promote production and sell agricultural 
products to the state and demand that production attains productivity and effective- 
ness, in correct accordance with the state plans, and that agriculture gradually ad- 
vances to large-scale socialist production. In that spirit, a new system of requi- 
sition-purchase prices has been determined for each area on the basis of the average 
production conditions, with verified productivity and effectiveness. 


If those goals are to be attained, the new requisition-purchase prices must be 

determined on the basis of the expenditures for labor and materials and the attain- 
ment of certain crop yields, wo that they can be appropriate to the land, weather, 
and climate conditions and the other production conditions of each area of the coun- 
try. If a cooperative or family does a good job and attains high labor productivity 
and crop ylelds, with the new prices it will have higher income. On the other hand, 
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if it is deficient and has low productivity, its work-day value will tb low and 
therefore its income will be low. That is also one of the new contents of the cur- 
rent price policy, which is intended to positively affect production, increase labor 
productivity, lower production costs, and improve quality and economic effective- 
ness. That is also a method of overcoming the situation of “cost plus” prices due 
to the acceptance of waste in production and commerce, a way of working that does 
not take effectiveness into consideration. For example, in producing a hectare of 
rice in the Red River Delta a place with favorable conditions can attain a yield 

of about 2.5 tons per season, while material costs (including seed rice, POL, fer- 
tilizer, insecticides, soil preparation by tractor, irrigation fees, equipment 
depreciation, etc.) in terms of paddy amount to 970 kilos, while the remaining 
1,530 kilos are divided up among labor and capital accumulation for the collective 
and the state. If agricultural taxes are paid and captial accumulation is left 
over for the cooperative, at an average loses of about 650 kilos, the remaining 880 
to 900 kilos is divided among the workers. If 300 work-days are required per hec- 
tare, the value of a work-day is approximately 3 kilos of paddy, so with the in- 
crease of the requisition-purchase price from .52-.56 dong to 2.5-2.75 dong the 
monetary value of work day would be about 7.5 dong. If only 250 work days are re- 
quired the value of a work-day would be 3.6 kilos or 9 dong. On the other hand, if 
350-400 work-days are required the value of a work day would only be about 2.5 


kilos of paddy, or 6 dong. 


Therefore, with the new prices the higher the value of labor -- i.e. the greater the 
effect of investing labor in intensive cultivation -- and ther more we overcome the 
inflated work-points way of livelihood and thus increase labor productivity and crop 
yields, the higher will be the incomes of workers end the more real value those in- 
comes will have. Since the average per-capita land area is small, that is also a 
good way to further intensive cultivation, increase yields, closely combine agricul- 
tural labor with small industry, handicrafts, forestry, etc., fully utilize labor 
and land, and produce many products in omer to meet the needs of society. 


A matter worthy of attention is that in recent years, although we have made many 
all-out efforts, in general the quality of a work day and the yields of many kinds 
of agricultural products have clearly declined. In some places peanuts have pro- 
vided yields of 1.7 to 1.8 tons per hectare, anid even 2 tons, but now the yield is 
only 7 to 8 quintals. In the past sugarcane yields were 60 to 70 tons an acre, but 
now such yields are only 30 to 40 tons, at most 50 tons. 


In brief, the roots of prices are production, crop yields, and labor productivity. 
Prices must reflect the productivity ani effectiveness of production and commerce. 
If prices cover irrational expenses that could be overcome, they will not only serve 
to stimulate production and strengthen management, but will cause the econony to be 
sluggish and wasteful and will prolong the situation of deficit production and there 
will be no capital accumulation for the economy. Experience demonstrates that the 
one-sided raising of the requisition-purchase prices of agricultural products also 
cannot stimulate production over a long period of time and correctly, but will cause 
additional imbalances in the national econony. 


Raising the Requisition-Purchase Prices of Agricultural Products 

3. The central problem in the price system is correctly determining new indus- 
trial-agricultural price ratio and the relationship between accumulation ani con- 
sumption. 
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In creating the present system of requisition-purchase prices of agricultural pro- 
ducts, an extremely important problem is assuring a rational relationship between 
the reguisition-purchase prices of agricultural products and the selling prices of 
state industrial goods (including both production means and consumer goods), usual- 
ly called the industrial-agricultural price ratio. Agriculture which advances to 
large-scale socialist production must be one in an industrial-agricultural struc- 
ture, so the prices of agricultural products must be considered with regard to the 
price ratio between agricultural products and industrial products. 


That price ratio manifests the vorker-peasant alliance with regard to the econony, 
and is based on a unified industrial-agricultural structure in which agriculture is 
the basis of industry and indu«try plays the dominant role in furthering the devel- 
opment of agriculture. Therefore, the industrial-agricultural price ratio must as- 
sure production and the living conditions of the peasants and be appropriate to the 
requirements and capabilities of developing, assuring the living condition of the 
workers, and strengthening national finances. 


Between 1960 and the recent period, in omer to possitively support the development 
of agriculture the state many times increased the requisition-purchase prices of ag- 
ricultural products in the north, but essentially still stabilized the selling 
prices of production means and consumer goods, especially those of essential goods. 
Therefore, the industrial-agricultural price ratio became more and more irrationaly 
restricted. For example, at present the price of a kilo of nitrogenous fertilizer 
Was only equal to the price of a kilo of paddy, and the price of cotton poplin 
(before the recent adjustment) was only equal to the price of about six kilos of 
paddy. Meanwhile, in the socialist countries with developed industries and strong 
State budgets, and on the international capitalist market, the indjustrial-agricul- 
tural price ratio is two or three times greater than in our country. 


Thus an urgent and important matter is that we must readjust the industrial-agri- 
cultural price ratio, in the spirit of Resolution No 26 of the Political Bureau. 

The new price ratio is based on the level of a relatively stable production period 
(1960-1964), during which production developed well, the economy achieved an inter- 
nal accumulation of about 15 to 17 percent, the living staniaris of the peasants 
and workers were relatively assured and were rationally talanced, market prices were 
organized, ami the free market was not greatly out of proportion. At the same time, 
the new price ratio takes into consideration the other factors, such as the dif- 
ferences in the production expenses of the industrial and agricultural products sinc 
since 1960, the present price policy regarding each type of crop and farm an‘mls, 
the international prices of exports and imports, etc. Especially, with regard to th 
the ratio between the requisition-purchase prices of agricultural products and the 
selling prices of production means, the new price system assures that the agricultu- 
ral cooperatives and the peasants use the means of production in a way that results 
in clear economic effectiveness. With regard to a number of types of production 
means and with regard to a number of areas, the state my still have to make up for 
deficits. 


The industrial-agricultural price ratio has also Leen readjusted in onler to assure 
the relationship between accumulation and consumption, manifest the joint contribu- 
tion of industry and agriculture to accumulating capital for the building of the 
material-technical bases of socialism, and assure a mtional relationship between 
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the income of industrial workers and the income of peasants, in accordance with the 
new division of labor ani corresponding to the labor productivity of peasants and 
industrial workers. In areas with favorable production comditions, in which the 
state invests much capital, which have high productivity, and in which expenses ure 
lower, the land rent will differ and they will make greater contributions to over- 
all capital accumulation than the other areas. 


The new system of requisition-purchasing prices is built on the basis of production 
and the planned setting of prices. At the same time, market relationships are 

used in order to have botii planned prices and negotiated prices to strongly affect 
requisition-purchasing in order to control the sources of goods. Furthermore, it 
does not allow free market prices to rise and upset the price ratio, thus exerting 
a negative effect on production and life, especially as regaris salary earners. 
Negotiated prices are in fact also prices guided by the state, and are not based on 
free market prices. The use of negotiated prices must also be closely combined 
with the exchange of goods, in accordance with a rational price ratio, and we must 
go all-out to restrict the release of much cash on the market. 


The irdustrial-agricultural price ratio is determined in a planned manner, is viewed 
comprehensively, has a proper economic base, and is not based on the price ratio of 
the free market. After it has been set, the endeavor to maintain the relative stab- 
ility of that price ratio will have a very great effect on stimulating production. 
It is an important condition for strengthening the exchange of goods between in- 
dustry and agriculture and strengthening requisition-purchasing in order to concen- 
trate the sources of agricultural goods in the hands of the state. 


The new system of requisition-purchase prices must assure rational differences among 
the different kinds of agricultural products, among the various crops, between croop 
and animal husbandry, and between grain and food products. Disparities between the 
purchase price of paddy and the purchase prices of peanuts, jute, sugarcane, etc., 


disparities between the purchase price of paddy and the purchase price of pork, 
etc., are determined on the basis of the disparities in crop yields, expenses, and 


income per work day or per hectare among the various kinds of crops, in order to 
stimulate the all-round development of agriculture and stress grain, food products, 
and industrial crops along the lines of the state plan. 


Because many kinds of industrial crops are processed from agricultural raw mate- 
rials, the requisition-purchase prices of agricultural prices and the selling 
prices of agricultural prices and the selling prices of industrial goods processed 
from agricultural raw materials must be rationally related, in the spirit of the 
prices of all types of goods having to reflect rational production expenses, with 
the necessary accumulation for production ami a portion contributed to over-all 
accumulation. However, with regard to the other types of goods the state imple- 
ments different accumulation and consumption policies. With regard to some things, 
such as grain and essential food products, the state sets low retail prices and must 
make up for large deficits. With regard to other things, such as tobacco, spirits, 
beer, fragrant tea, wool, leather, etc., the state sets high prices and makes a pro- 
fit in order to regulate consumption and redistribute the national income. There- 
fore, we should, based on requisition-purchase prices on high state retail prices, 
demand that the requisition-purchase prices be raised. (For example we should not 
request that the requisition-purhase prices of sugarcane or tobacco be increased on 
the basis of the prices of sugar or cigarette tobacco. ) 
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4. The bottom line is productivity, quality, and economic effectiveness. 


The system of requisition-purchase prices is calculated on an all-round basis, as 
mentioned above, in order to assure productivity, quality, and economic effective- 
ness on the of each unit and producer, on the part of each locality (province 
and district), and on the part of the national economy as a whole. By means of in- 
proving productivity, quality, and eccnomic effectiveness in the national economy, 
it affects the relationships between industry and agriculture, between captial ac- 
cumulation and consumption, between the living conditions of the workers and those 
of the peasants, between the state -- the representative of society as a whole -- 
on the basis of doing a good job of resolving the economic benefits. 


In the goods-exchange relationships with foreign countries, the requisition-purchase 
prices of agricultural prices play an important role in assuring economic effective- 
ness by means of determining the price ratio between our currency and foreign cur- 
rency. In its turn, that price ratio will be one of the principal bases on which to 
determine the prices of imported materials and goods, but those prices also affect 
production expenses, production costs, requisition-purchase prices, and retail | 
prices. Under the conditions of the economy still having to rely to an important 
degree on imported materials and technical goods, that has a very great signifi- 
cance. The higher the requisition-purchase prices, the more must be spent for ex- 
ports in order to have a unit of foreign exchange, and therefore the lower economic 
effectiveness is. 


Requisition-purchase prices must strongly stimulate the production of exports and 
the importation of useful and beneficial production means (with regard to both goods 
and value, but essentially with regard to goods). But we should not for that reason 
request that domestic requisition-purchase prices be increased when we see that in- 
ternational prices increase, which both affects the state's accumulation of foreign 
exchange, creates difficulties of foreign exchange, creates difficulties in the 
guidance of requisition-purchase prices, and may very easily lead to the destruction 
of the unity of the system of domestic requisition-purchase prices. 


Furthermore, if the requisition-purchase prices are high and ‘the exchange rate chang 
changes, the selling prices of imported agricultural materials must also be raised, 
and in the end the peasants will have to pay more for then. 


5. The decisive matter is organizing the implementation of the state's new requisi- 
tion-purchase price. 


The state's guidance prices for the requisition-purchasing of agricultural products 
is a very important policy for positively assisting and stimulating the development 
of agriculture along the lines of the state plan, assuring the incomes and living 
conditions of the peasants, and implementing the policy of the worker-peasant al- 
liance on the economic front. But we should not simplistically think that increas- 
ing the requisition-purchase prices automatically stimulates production, or that 
once those prices are increased production and requisition-purchasing will be good. 
Prices cannot be separated from the economic structure, the organization of produc- 
tion, and the economic management structure in general. Therefore, so that the new 
system of requisition-purchase prices can exert an effect on agricultural production 
a matter of decisive importance is that we must combine the implementation of the 
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price policy with a whole series of matters regarding economic development planning, 
the other economic policies, and management organization. We must always base our- 
selves on production, do a good job of planning agricultural development, invest in 
the right way, and assure that investment brings about the necessary economic effec- 
tiveness. In distribution and circulation, the organization of the requisition- 
purchasing of agricultural products can achieve good results only if it is ac- 
companied by the concentration of industrial goods in the hands of the state, the 
good organization of the supplying of such production means as fertilizer,POL, in- 
secticides, machinery, agricultural implements, etc., and consumer goods to serve 
the lives of the peasants, including grain for the areas specializing in growing 
industrial crops. We must do a good job of combining direct two-way contracts be- 
tween the economic organizations of the state and the producers, according to 

stable state prices and price ratios during each period. Prices must be made public 
so that the people can be informed, and not allow an organ or a commercial organiza- 
tion to violate the price policy, and not allow private merchants to compete with 
the state in buying agricultural products, which would put the peasants in a bind 
and create chaos with regard to market prices. 


The new system of agricultural products requisition-purchase prices also can only 
have a good effect on the basis of directly carrying out socialist transformation, 
consolidating and perfecting the new production relationships, good market manage- 
ment, and the strict implementation of the state regulations regarding the requisi- 
tion-purchase plans, the distribution of goods, finance, currency, and prices.

THEFT OF WHEAT FLOUR BY CARRIERS, PROCESSORS DISCLOSED

Is Still Bad"] 


[Text] Restaurants and peddlers in Ho Chi Minh City have to use wheat flour to 
make snacks and cakes. The price of wheat flour in this city is, therefore, 
several times higher than that in Hanoi. Such a price difference has exerted 

an attraction for several months. Many people have taken this opportunity to 

deal in wheat flour and have made a profit amounting to thousands of dong. Control 
stations along Route 1 from North to South Vietnam have uncovered the illegation 
transportation of dozens of tons of wheat flour by many truck drivers. The public 
security forces of the railroad sector have also detected some more serious cases; 
for example, in early June 1981, they confiscated a railroad car containing 21 tons 
of wheat flour and departing from the Giap Bat railroad station and, recently in 
early August 1981, they discovered a car loaded with 22 tons of wheat flour con- 
tained in still intact bags at the Vinh railroad station. The owner of these tons 
of wheat flour was the chief of the merchandise transportation department of the 
Saigon railroad station. He was entrusted by the railrvad station chief with 
transporting some dozens of tons of rice to North Vietnam where he sold them and 
bought wheat flour with the intention of sending it to South Vietnam and selling 

it to make an illegal profit. This "merchandise owner" got in touch with a cadre 
at the Nam Dinh municipal grain bureau, obtained, through bartering with the latter, 
6,600 kgs of wheat flour contained in still intact bags and had it carried onto the 
train. Where did he buy the remaining amount of wheat flour? He bought it from 
"businessmen." These bad elements had bought all kinds of vermicelli and exchanged 
it with contractual vermicelli producers for wheat flour contained in still intact 
bags which they would send to South Vietnam. In this respect, it is necessary to 
point out that contractual vermicelli producers in Hanoi have been loosely con- 
trolled. Proof is that, in 1979 and 1980, the grain bureau at the Hai Ba Truong 
Precinct allowed a number of contractual processing installations to steal 30 tons 
of good-quality wheat flour and 33,000 bags (a bag costed only 5 dong in Hanoi but 
10 dong in Ho Chi Minh City). With this quantity of wheat flour and bags, the 
illegal dealers made a profit of hundreds of thousands of dong. A contractual 
producer residing at 177 Hue Street was arrested and detained after stealing 8,000 
kgs of wheat flour and thousands of bags. This did not include the amount of wheat 
flour which contractual processing installations brazenly bartered with businessmen 
for vermicelli which was subsequently delivered to the grain bureau. They even 
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took many tons of coal supplied at a low price and resold it at a higher price. 
The Lien Thanh cooperative which was also located in Hai Ba Trung Precinct even 
dared mix ground feed with wheat flour in making vermicelli in order to %e able 
to withhold a portion of wheat. The culprit was sentenced to 20 months in prison. 


Why has the management of the contractual processing of wheat flour been so loose? 
How can the grain bureaus ignore these derelictions which are obvious to everyone? 
Though various opinions have been expressed with regard to the management of con- 
tractual wheat processing, the Hanoi Grain Service has not yet provided an adequate 
solution. The dismissal of the chief of the grain bureau of the Hai Bai Trung 
Precinct following the misdeeds in 1979 and 1980 does not suffice to overcome the 
negative practices still prevalent in the management of contractual vermicelli 
production. 


Wheat flour is a strategic commodity which the state has had to pay foreign currency 
to buy from other countries. Stealing wheat flour from the state is, therefore, a 
serious crime. Loose management and leniently dealing with infractions are two 
reasons for heavy losses of property. It is necessary for the Hanoi grain sector 

to reconsider its method of managing contractual production and to take strict 
measures to check the theft of wheat flour and bags in contractual processing 
installations.

TRAIN DRIVERS CARRY CONTRABAND GOODS

[Text] Driven by Ngo Ngoc Anh, train No 1015 departing from the Luu Xa railroad 

station arrived in Bac Giang at 1600 on 6 August 1981. After keeping watch from 

the beginning, members of the railroad p.blic security forces and the people's 

forestry sector in Bac Giang City caught the carrier in the act of illegally | 
transporting state-managed merchandises. While searching the locomotive, public : 
security agents found 20 ironwood cases, nearly 300 kgs of shredded tobacco and 

more than 150 kgs of dried aniseeds. Also at 2300 on the same day when the train 

with locomotive No 110 driven by Trieu Duc Le stopped at the Bac Giang railroad 

station, members of the public security forces and the people's foresty sector 

again uncovered 18 ironwood cases and more than a quintal of dried aniseeds. We 

have learned from the reports drawn by the municipal people's forestry service 

that the two train drivers deliberately hid contraband goods under the water tanks 

of the locomotives (all of these goods were carefully packed in plastic bags). 

The act of both train drivers was contrary to law. The people are waiting for a 

severe punishment by the local court of justice.

NGHE TINH TO SEND 200,000 PEOPLE TO NEW ECONOMIC ZONES IN NEXT FIVE YEARS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 7 Oct 81 p 2 
[Article by Ba Muoi: "Nghe Tinh Redistributes Labor") 


[Excerpts] With 2.2 million hectares of land, Nghe Tinh is divided by Nature into 
three economic zones characterized by imbalance between areas and populations. The 
average area in the delta is too low, with 97 coastal villages averaging less than 

1 sao Trung Bo (1 sao Trung Bo: 497 square meters) per person. Main occupations 
such as handicrafts and production of building materials are also concentrated on the 
delta. By contrast, the midlands and mountainous region where land is fertile and 
rich in raw materials, are not used for on-the-spot production of goods. in light of 
these realities, Nghe Tinh has redistributed workers over the past 5 years. patiently 
mobilizing the people to leave for wew economic zones inside and outside the province. 
Since their arrival in the new economic zones inside the province, 9,830 -amilies with 
49,146 persons and 16,383 laborers, have set up 31 agricultural cooperatives and 62 
mixed production units with local participation. Im Dac Lac, 2,780 fariles with 
13,154 persons and 5,710 laborers, including 648 party members, 114 cadres ranging 
from party committee wembers, village party committee secretaries, to district party 
committee members, as well as 52 physicians and nurses, and many besic general 
education teachers, have reinforces 8 state farms, one brick-and-tile enterprise, and 
set up three cooperatives in the new economic zone. 


Following reception of the labor reinforcement from Nghe Tinh, the state farms of 
Thang Loi, E Tua, Phuoc An, Phu Xuan, Duc Lap, E Phoc and Quang Phu, have clearly 
improved labor quality and strengthened ideological organization. Many members of the 
self-defense forces who are workers from Nghe Tinh, have valiantly fought to exterminate 
reactionaries and protect state farms. Twelve out of 20 model coffee pickers in Dac Lac 
hail from Nghe Tinh. With valiant fighting achievements and creative labor, the Nghe 
Tinh people now living on their new native land of Dac Lac, have earned the trust of 
local party committees and administrations. 


In the next 5 years, Nghe Tinh will send 200,000 people to new economic zones inside 
and outside the province. Some 150,000 of them will leave the province, mostly for 
Dac Lac, Play Cu in Gia Lai-Kon Tum and Dong Nai Province as well as Mekong Delta 
Provinces, with a double task: 


1. Organize state farms in Dong Thap and Kien Giang. Laborers and building materials 
will be sent there. With local materials and materials brought from Nghe Tinh, they 
will build houses. Then people will be sent in to take up production to be followed 
later by the remaining settlers.

2. Set up mixed cooperatives, some with state investment and others formed by the 
people on a voluntary basis, with members sharing some kind of family relationship, 
and receiving state assistance. 


Mixed cooperatives will be set up mostly in new economic zones inside the province. 
Additional zones whose economy will be tied in to national defense will be opened up 
in Que Phong And Quy Chau to exploit forestry, agriculture and production of building 
materials, so that by 1985 the above districts will have from 40,000 to 50,000 people. 


--Efforts will be concentrated on Tan Ky and Anh Son (Binh Thanh Thao, Huong Phu Hanh) 
for wet rice and sugarcane planting. 


--New arrivals will reinforce and mix with local populations in Nghia Dan and Quy Hop 


focusing on planting grain crops, surgarcane, vegetables and fruit to support the 
Quy Hop tin zone.

EDITORIAL ADVOCATES EXPANSION OF SUBSIDIARY FOOD CROP AREA 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 29 Sep 81 p 1 
{Editorial: "Try to Expand the Subsidiary Food Crop Area to the Maximum] 


[Text] To reach a solution to the grain problem, agriculture must consider the 
production of both rice and subsidiary foodstuffs important. In recent years, 
many localities have tried to rapidly increase the area grown with subsidiary 
food crops and to simultaneously apply intensive cultivation to rice crops, thus 
obtaining an evident increase in grain output. Subsidiary food crops of all kinds 
have also been developed according to the land conditions and to local farming 
customs and habits. An overall glance at the subsidiary food crops siiows that 
their production rate has been slow in view of possibilities and requirements and 
that recently there has been a tendency for both their area and productivity to 
decrease. Because the planned area was not achieved, the recent winter-spring 
subsidiary food crop yielded only 1.2 million tons in paddy equivalent--a deficit 
of 2.2 million tons in comparison with the 1981 pi.nued norm. The summer-fall 
subsidiary food crop also was also grown on 30,0 .ectares less than in the same 
period last year. From now to the end of the agricultural year, there remain only 
the fall-winter and winter subsidiary food crops. If efforts are not exerted to 
fulfill or overfulfill the area and productivity norms in these production seasons, 
it will be impossible to fulfill the yearly grain production task. 


The immediate task of the agricultural production sector is to quickly harvest 
the summer-fall subsidiary food crops, to overfulfill the area reserved for the 
summer-fall subsidiary food crops and to apply the intensive cultivation method, 
especially in the provinces of North Vietnam. 


Winter is a more favorable season for expanding the cultivated area by increasing 
the number of crops and by growing many types of short-term plants the cultivation 
of which is easy, does not require a large capital investment and has great eco- 
nomic effects. The winter agricultural season is fast becoming the principal pro- 
duction season. On reckoning, it has been found that the output of the most pro- 
ductive winter subsidiary food crop is nearly equal to the total yearly yield of 
all other subsidiary food crops. If different farming methods are applied, greens 
and legumes of all kinds will yield a large volume of products. 











Compared with the previous season, the winter season this year will see a 1.6-fold 
increase for sweet potatoes, an increase of nearly twofold for corn, a 1.2-fold 
increase for potatoes, a 5.5-fold increase for soybeans and also an increase for 
4ll other types of greens and legumes. 


The winter agricultural season has been conducted at a high tempo since the system 
of product contract with laborers has been broadly applied in almost all northern 
provinces and cities. Many localities have started growing the winter crops 
immediately after finishing the harvest. 


The task of performing production, harvesting the early rice crop, tending the main 
rice crop and growing subsidiary food crops must be coordinated and guided in each 
cooperative, district and province. 


There is a need for each locality to promptly correct erroneous practices in imple- 
menting production guidelines such as the tendency to consider the pros and cons 

in an excessive manner before growing each type of subsidiary food crop or to 
neglect the cultivation of subsidiary food crops if the amount of rice available 

is considered to be relatively sufficient. In this connection, due attention must 
also be paid to the three types of benefit. 


However, winter weather conditions have usually developed unfavorably under the 
form of belated rains or early, intensive and protracted cold spells and hoarfrost. 
Every locality must prepare varied production plans and deploy labor to cope with 
all situations in order to fulfill the sowing and planting area, to grow crops 
according to the fixed cultivation pattern and on schedule and also to apply the 
intensive cultivation method. 


The cultivation of subsidiary food crops must be linked to the task of harvesting, 
transporting, processing and preserving which has not yet been properly organized 
and which has, therefore, greatly hampered production. 


The task of guiding production must constantly be specific, active and comprehen- 
sive.

PAY-REWARD SYSTEM IN STATE AGRICULTURAL ENTERPRISES IMPROVED

[Text] In the process of organizing payment for the work done, state-operated 
agricultural enterprises have started from low to high standards and have gradually 
given up simple forms of wage payment and applied more progressive ones. Generally 
speaking, however, the wage payment method applied by state agricultural enterprises 
has not yet succeeded in stimulating laborers and in linking the workers’ sense of 
responsibility to the end product. These shortcomings have become manifest through 
the following specific forms of wage payment: 


Wage payment is based on the volume of work done and is associated with rewards for 
any surplus volume and with regular rewards drawn from the wage fund. This form of 
payment encourages laborers to pay attention only to the work volume and does not 
link their responsibility to the end product. 


But, under the present circumstances, the quantitative payment method does not 
induce laborers to surpass the set norms and to achieve an additional volume of 
work because both the unitary wage and reward are too low. For a Grade-4 farming 
worker employed in picking tea leaves, the daily output has been fixed at 30 kgs, 
the unitary wage for picking 1 kg of tea leaves fixed at 0.09 dong and the reward 
fixed at the 0.009 dong. If he picks up more leaves and surpasses the fixed output 
by 3.75 kgs--that is, an increase of 12 percent which is equivalent to 1 working 
hour--, he will receive an additional wage and reward amounting to 0.33 dong. 

If he picks up even more leaves and achieves an output increase of 25 percent--which 
is equivalent to 2 working hours--, he will receive an additional 1.72 dong, which 
is not enough to buy a bundle of vegetables or an egg. If he works 26 days per 
month and surpasses the productivity norm by 25 percent throughout this period, 

he will receive only a surplus of 18.72 dong, which is not enough to buy 0.5 kg of 
pork at the free market. ow can such a wage payment method stimulate laborers? 


Wage payment according to the end product and in conjunction with the offering of 
rewards for thrify expenditures and of regular rewards drawn from the wage fund is 
a method which has been newly applied in a number of enterprises, which has the 
effect of stimulating laborers and associating their responsibility with the end 
product but this effect has not yet been felt strongly because the wage and reward 





received on the basis of the product surplus are still very low. For a Grade 4/5 

worker engaged in hog raising, the fixed contract norm for raising 120 domestic-breed 
meat hogs in 8 months is the production of 8,070 kgs of meat--an average monthly 

output of 1,008 kgs of meat on the hoof. If he exceeds the monthly contract norm by 

10 percent on the average (100.8 kgs), he will receive an additional salary of 8.60 dong 
plus a reward 0.086 [sic] dong. The salary and reward wil: thus total 9.46 dong; if 

he surpasses the contract norm by 20 percent (201.6 kgs) he will receive an additional 
total salary and reward of 18.92 dong. It appears that the additional wage he 

receives for surpassing the labor productivity norm by 20 percent is just enough to 

buy 0.5 kg of pork at the free market. 


Another form is progressive wage payment which has a stronger stimulating effect than 
the normal method of wage payment according to the product. However, the progressive 
unitary wage paid for the product surplus to the contract norm is not more than 

twice the unitary wage paid for the product normally yielded in fulfillment of the 
contract norm. This payment method cannot yet encourage laborers in view of the 
present price situation. If the abovementioned hog raising worker surpasses the 
contract norm by 10 percent, he will receive a unitary wage multiplied by 1.5 (15.19 
dong) and if he exceeds the norm by 20 percent, he will receive the double of the 
unitary wage stipulated in the contract--that is, 37.80 dong which is just enough 

to buy 1 kg of meat. 


The numerous irrationalities in the labor and wage management mechanism, in general 
and in state agricultural enterprises, in particular, have made it impossible to 
provide opportunities for these enterprises to fully exploit all labor potentials 

to produce more wealth for the society. For example, the rate of labor productivity 
increase must be .. .gher than that of wage increase; this will hold true only when 
wages, incomes and prices are rationally fixed throughout the society. At a time 
when prices are not yet stabilized, the fact that the wage paid for the overfulfillment 
of the contract product norm and for exceeding the plan nocm is only equal to the 
unitary wage paid for achieving the product norm indicated in the contract and plan 
is quite irrational. Only when the unitary wage paid for the product surplus yielded 
above the contract and plan norm is higher than that paid for the product yielded in 
fulfillment of the plan norm will it conform to the present realities and encourage 
everyone to work enthusiastically. 


The fact that in a country such as ours which has more than enough labor forces but 
lacks technical materials and machines, agricultural production is limited by the 
wage fund is irrational. In production, we need fully use this labor surplus to 
partly replace the shortage of production means and materials. We must also control 
the total cost of a product unit. If necessary, we must limit the number of laborers 
on the rolls to enable enterprise directors to adjust it accordingly. 


To overcome the abovementioned shortcomings and irrationalities in the application of 
different methods of wage payment and reward offering and in view of the fact that 
the state has not yet proceeded with reforming the price and wage system, it is 
necessary to apply progressive forms of wage payment and t« closely coordinate them 
with various forms of reward (reward drawn from the wage fund, reward for thriftiness 
in production and reward based on profit). This method will encourage laborers and 
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will simultaneously make him responsible for the end product. Some forms of wage 
payment to be applied in the two sectors of crop cultivation and animal husbandry 
are presented below: 


Wage Payment According to Product in Conjunction with the Offering of Reward for 
Expenditure Savings and for Overfulfillment of Product Norm. 


1. In the crop cultivation sector: 


Direct production expenditures and product quantity and quality must be laid down by , 
contract. The productivity and quantity assigned by contract to teams, groups or 
individual laborers must be 3 to 5 percent higher than the norms assigned by the 

high level. Because the production cycle is lengthy, the volume of work completed 

each month must be used as a basis for paying provisional wages to laborers according 

to the basic unitary wage scale (principal wage plus allowances); this is considered 

as the minimum wage. Only 10 percent of the product-based wage is withheld by the 

enterprise. If reckonings made on completion of the harvest show that savings have 

beeen obtained in incurring expenditures and that the contract product norm has been 

fulfilled, laborers will be allowed to draw all the previously withheld 10 percent 

of their salary and will be awarded an amount equivalent to the expenditure savings 

(excluding fertilizer savings). If the product norm has been surpassed, laborers | 
will be immediately awarded the total value of the product surplus reckoned on the i | 
basis of the encouragement price or will receive part of the surplus in kind | 
according to each type of product (after deducting overhead expenditures, if any). | 
The money reward will be distributed as follows: 80 percent to direct laborers, 

15 percent to indirect laborers and 5 percent to the organ at the higher echelon. 





2. In the animal husbandry sector. 


It is necessary to assign by contract the direct expenditures and the quantity of 
meat on the hoof from each heard of domestic animals to teams, groups or individual 
laborers. Each month, it is necessary to use the volume of work done or the volume 
of product obtained as a basis for provisionally paying wages according to the basic 
unitary wage scale. The settlement of account and the reward and penalty system 
must be implemented as in the crop cultivation sector. 


This form of payment will induce laborers to economically use material and technical 
supplies and to increase the productivity of both crops and domestic animals and will 
simultaneously associate the laborers’ sense of responsibility with the end product. 


Progressive Wage Payment According to Product and in Conjuction with Reward for 
Expenditure Savings. 


In applying this form of payment, it is also necessary to fix the norms of production 
expenditures and the productivity and yield of crops and domestic animals in letting 
out work on contract to teams, groups of individual laborers. 


Enterprises must consider the profit rate and the need to encourage the cultivation 
of each crop and the raising of each breed of domestic animal and must also firmly 
adhere to the relationships between the three types of benefit in order to be able 
to determine a progressive unit price for each category of product according to the 








following formula: The expenditures incurred by additional material supplies must 
be deducted from the value of the product surplus and the remainder will represnet 
the value newly created by both the laborer and the enterprise. Within the authorized 
limits, the enterprise director may transfer part of the profit made to the wage 
fund. Each month, the laborer may receive a provisional basic wage in proportion to 
the volume of work. done or product yielded. On completion of the production cycle, 
if savings are found to have been made in incurring expenditures, a reward will be 
offered; if the laborer has overfulfilled the product norm, he will receive an 
additional sum of money based on the progressive unit price together with all the 
previously withheld 10 percent of his salary. In case the contract norm is not 
fulfilled, a fine not exceeding the withheld 1” percent of the wage will be imposed. 


This form of payment will also encourage laborers to economically use material 
supplies and to increase the productivity of both crops and domestic animala and will 
simultaneously induce laborers to care for the end product. 


While providing guidance for the experimental application of the abovementioned two 
forms of payment in state agricultural enterprises, it has been found that laborers 
and leaders in these enterprises have drawn nearly the same conclusion that, compared 
with the previously applied methods, these two forms of payment have had the effect of 
inducing laborers to work diligently, painstakingly and with a higher quality than in 
the past, continuously raising the value of the product yielded above the contract 
norm and creating conditions for laborers to increase their income, which is 

precisely a strong motive power to step up production. 


As far as the enterprises are concerned, what is most beneficial is the existence of 
numerous conditions necessary for fulfilling the state plan more satisfactorily in 
terms of both the products in kind and their value. The enterprises will offer 
rewards only when laborers have fulfilled and overfulfilled the contract norms. In 
this respect, the role played by the policy is, without economic investments as a 
prerequisite, to pave the way for the development of production forces and to break 
up the vicious circle illustrated by the allegation that "because labor productivity 
is low, life ig rife with difficulties: and that “because life is beset with 
difficulties, labor productivity is low." 


What is important is that, beside the economic benefit bestowed to both the 
enterprises and laborers, it has been possible for enterprises to renovate their 
working methods, to apply technical regulations more strictly, to stengthen labor 
discipline, to obviously raise the sense of responsibility and the spirit of 
collective ownership, to save material supplies and to better preserve and maintain 
the common property of enterprises. 


Nevertheless, shortcomings and deviations still abound in the implementation of the 
policy. Most «f these failures have been committed in guiding the implementation. 
We believe that they can be overcome so that the labor and wage management mechanism 
is state agricultural enterprises will be gradually perfected.

KEY ROLE OF PRODUCT CONTRACTING IN COOPERATIVES DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 9 Oct 81 p 1 
{Editorial: "Product Contracting and Distribution in Cooperatives") 


[Text] The principle of distribution according to labor is applied in keeping with 
the tasks, degrees of development of production of each stage, and the nature of each 
economic unit during the transitional period. The agricultural cooperative is a 
socialist collective economic organization whose degree of development of production 
still is not high and agricultural products and commodities still are not numerous. 
In this situation distribution according to labor aims at ensuring income according 
to work days for cooperative members in accordance with the plan, relative to goods 
on hand (mainly grain), and at the same time at guaranteeing collective and state 
interest. Product contracting is a measure designed to carry out the principle of 
distribution according to labor, so as to implement production plans of cooperatives, 
to ensure that members earn an everincreasing income per workday, and to use material 
resources to encourage those who produce more than expected and do excellent work, 
rewarding them for exceeding production norms. 





Product contracting promotes the application of technological progress, especially 
prompt introdution of new high-yield strains into production, and measures to save on 
work points and material expenditures, and to combat phenomena of wastes and embezzle- 
ment, hence continually increasing the real income of cooperatives. These are 
conditions for increasing income/workday, contributionto the state, and ensuring 
accumulation of savings and the general weifare for cooperatives. To do that, pro- 
duction plans should be tied closely to distribution plans right at the beginning of 

a season or a year, and contracting norms should be correctly set; economic and 
technological norms should be rationally adjusted; and assignment of contractual 
lands should fit in with the labor capability of each person. The cooperative exerts 
strict guidance throughout the contracting process so as to create favorable conditions 
for everyone to overfulfill plans. 


The regime of rewards and punishments links the responsibilities of laborers and each 
production unit to production results. Internal economic auditing is clearly very 
necessary. Production units and branches fulfilling plans on ouput and cost efficiency 
must have earned more in terms of income/workday (in both money and grain) than those 
not fulfilling plans. Irrationalities affecting the income of production units and 
branches owing to still unrealistic contract norms, or still inaccurate labor norms and 
wage assessment criteria, must be promptly readjusted. Attention also should go to 
rational distribution of money and material resources (mainly grain) to branches and 
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occupation in cooperatives. Individuals producing grain as well as those working in 
other branches and occupations also need encouragement. This distribution relationship 
is concretely computed on the basis of labor power input, of the real income of each 
branch and according to the principle of unified distribution in cooperatives. 


Everywhere there are aged and feeble people lacking the strength to work. A policy of 
regulating grain in cooperatives is needed, so as to ensure decent living conditions 
for everyone, and to promote the fine tradition of helping each other among the people. 


Tying product contracting closely to distribution according to labor is a procexs for 
perfecting the new management structure. By working on a trial and error basis, 
unceasingly raising the level of management in cooperatives, and correctly implementing 
the new economic policies of the party and state, we can further step up agricultural 
production.

EDITORIAL LINKS PRODUCT CONTRACTING TO MATERIAL-TECHNICAL BASES' DEVELOPMENT 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 26 Sep 81 p l 


[Editorial: "New Contracting and the Building of Material and Technical Bases in 
Agriculture"] 


[Text] At the time the end-product contract system was extended to laborers and 
applied to rice cultivation, some people were afraid that the implementation of 
this new form of contract might break up the structure of the already built mate- 
rial and technical bases and would not create conditions for continuing to build 
new ones. Actual facts about production in areas where this system has been cor- 
rectly implemented have set the worriers' minds at ease. Product contracting 
symbolizes cooperation and labor assignment and links the producer's responsibility 
to the end product. It can be carried out satisfactorily only on the basis of a 
rational labor organization and under the material and technical conditions essen- 
tial to achieve high economic effectiveness in the labor process. So, instead of 
undermining material and technical bases, it requires the construction of suitable 
ones. 





Water conservancy is the primary technical measure in agriculture. Water conservancy 
works are material-technical bases of primary importance. The new contract system 
has not in the least hindered the construction of new works in areas which are 

still dependent on natural sources of water. In areas which already possess water 
conservancy works, this system requires their perfection as well as the expansion of 
the irrigation and drainage network to each piece of field assigned by contract to 
the cooperative members--a highly significant demand of the task of perfecting the 
irrigation system. Linked to water conservancy projects, the new contract system 
promotes the filling of hollow plots and their transformation into an even terrain 
to expand the cultivable area. In areas where water conservancy works exist, 
specialized water conservancy units and irrigation teams and units must be strength- 
ened to be able to undertake the irrigation task in cooperatives. 


Implementation of the product contract system requires a close coordination between 
soil-preparation forces using tractors, buffaloes and cattle and those using hand 
tools in order to make timely and adequate soil preparations and to help cooperative 
members who accept to do the remaining jobs on contract. Another requirement placed 
on cooperatives is the need for them to draw up a plan for the use of all types of 
tractors and to apply the policy of associating tractor using laborers with the end 
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product in order to make the use of the existing tractors more effective. Wherever 
tractors are insufficient, cooperatives must buy additional draft buffaloes and 
cattle and simultaneously let out animal husbandry on contract so as to increase 
the strength, draft power and working time of these animals. Due to the applica- 
tion of the policy to encourage animal husbandry, many cooperative members’ fami- 
lies have bought additional buffaloes and cattle to increase the draft power 
indispensable to agriculture. A rational policy will make it possible to use the 
draft power of buffaloes and cattle of each household more satisfactorily to help 
cooperatives prepare the soil. 


To properly solve the seed problem is an important technical requirement aimed at 
increasing land productivity and ensuring the crop cultivation pattern and agricul- 
tural seasons and schedules of cooperatives. The seed installation of each 
cooperative is connected with those of the district, provincial and central levels 
to form a four-level national seed network. Contractual cooperative members firmly 
rely on the state-operated seed network to assimilate scientific-technical novel- 
ties and to increase the productivity of the fields assigned to them by contract. 
Cooperative members are now paying more attention than ever to the rice seed net- 
work and they are willing to handle the seed problem only when the seed installation 
of the cooperative do not function satisfactorily. 


The network of material and technical bases of cooperatives includes also green 
manure producing installations and insect control devices which must be strength- 
ened under the new contract system. Under specific local circumstances, each type 
of material and technical bases of a cooperative must be connected with specialized 
units and teams in order to create conditions to associate the technical tasks 
undertaken by the cooperative with those done on contract by cooperative members 
within the framework of the eight technical measures required by riceplants. 


Along with strengthening material and technical bases, cooperatives are responsible 
for directing their members to apply technical progress in production. If, under 
the new contract system, the sense of responsibility for production of each 
cooperative member is enhanced and closely associated with the use of material and 
technical bases and with the application of technical progress in production, the 
result will be the emergence of great motive powers to promote the development of 
production and the continuous consolidation of new production relationships.

SRV DISTRIBUTION-CIRCULATION MARKET REPORT 
OW180954 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 1100 GMT 14 Nov 81 


[Report on distribution-circulation and market management activities in the first 
10 days of November] 


[Summary] So far Thai Binh has fulfilled nearly 80 percent of its annual hog pro- 
curement plan. In October alone, Ha Nam Ninh procured nearly 1,800 tons of hogs. 

During the first 10 months of this year, Nam Dinh Municipality's food stores sold | 
1,700 tons of pork. Hue Municipality, which previously had to buy additional meat : 
from other areas for local consumption, now has sufficient locally-produced pork ' 
to meet the needs of its cadres, workers and civil servants. ) 


Along with securing agricultural products and other foodstuffs, the localities are 
actively procuring marine products, salt and so forth. By the end of October, the 
Thuan Hai marine product sector had purchased 200 tons of sea products in excess 
of the plan. The sector is striving to buy an additional 1,500 tons of fish, or 
50 percent above the target." 


"In Ho Chi Minh City, the average rice price remains at 9 dong per kilo. The city 
trade sector, thanks to its procurement of a substantial amount of commodities, is 
expanding its local business." The city has consolidated and reorganized its market 
control system. It has succeeded in detecting hundreds of cases of hoarding, over- 


pricing, smuggling and making fake goods. 


"In Ha Tien City, Kien Giang Province local authorities nabbed smugglers involved 
in a 1,441,000 dong smuggling case. Hanoi mobile trading control units arrested 
smugglers of nearly 10,000 kg of flint, films, photographic paper, drugs and so 
forth.” 


"The Chau Phu tax office in Kien Giang Province through control uncovered on two 
trucks 1.4 million dong worth of illegally imported goods. In 10 days, authorities 
in Cho Gao District, Tien Giang Province detected 11 cases of concealing imported 
goods, including 8,000 kg of monosodium glutamate, 6,000 meters of fabric, and 
nearly 5,000 packs of cigarettes." 


However, market management and contro‘ in some areas remains ineffective, thus al- 
lowing dishonest traders and smugglers to carry on their business. 
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No significant price changes were noted in the recent past, however, the above 
illegal trading activities call for the home trade sector and tax services to in- 


tensify their control to stamp out the negative manifestations and better improve 
the distribution-circulation and market management tasks.

COLD SPELL, RAINS AFFECT AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 
BK111429 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 0400 GMT 11 Nov 81 
[Review of agricultural news for the past 10 days] 


[Summary] “The northern provinces from Thuan Hai northward were affected by a cold 

spell in the first 10 days of November. According to the meteorological and hydro- 

logical department, this was the first timeiin 20 years that such a bitter cold spell 

came so early in the season. In many provinces, the average temperature hovered 

at 11-12 degrees for several days in a row. In the mountain and Bac Bo delta pro- 

vinces, the cold weather also brought drizzle while fairly heavy rain was reported i 
in the provinces in Zone 5, Central Vietnam. | 


"These climatic conditions have directly affected agricultural production. In the 
northern provinces, rain and cold have slowed down the harvesting of the 10th-month 
rice and the planting of various winter crops. 


"According to the General Statistics Department, as of 5 November, the northern 
provinces and cities had harvested 447,000 hectares of 10th-month rice, or %4 
percent of the total cultivated area." 


Over the past 10 days, the average daily harvesting rate has been 18,000 hectares. 
Bringingin rice at a fairly fast pace are Son La, Thanh Hoa, Lai Chau and Hanoi. 
Those provinces which have harvested only a small part of their rice area are Thai 
Binh, Nghe Tinh, Ha Nam Ninh and Haiphong. 


The recent cold winds and rain have uprooted part of the rice crop which headed in 
October. According to the General Statistics Department, this may cause a drop in 
rice yields. The cold spell, however, has helped reduce the area of rice affected 
by harmful insects, especially army worn. 


"Rain and cold have also affected the caring for and planting of winter crops. 

As of 5 November, the northern provinces and cities had planted only 155,000 hectares 
of vegetables, subsidiary food crops and industrial crops, down 10,000 hectares 
compared with the same period last year. The planting of all winter crops has fallen 
short of the norms, with the sweet potato area representing only 57.2 percent of the 
target; the corn area, 34.4 percent; the potato area, 17.1 percent; the vegetables 
area, 40.6 percent; and the soybean area, 57.4 percent." 











Over the past 10 days, various southern localities have also begun to harvest the 
early 10th-month rice. Quang Nam-Danang has brought in 23,000 hectares and Nghia 
Binh, 16,000 hectares. Leafhoppers have appeared in some southern provinces such as 
Thuan Hai and Ben Tre. The southern localities are now concentrating on combating 
harmful insects, caring for the late l0th-month rice and harvesting the 10th-month 
rice which has ripened while beginning the planting of the 5th-month spring crop. 


"During the first 10 days of November, all localities have also actively begun to 
implement their S5th-month spring production plans. A review of the tasks already 
accomplished has shown that some work has been done better than last year while 
other has been done worse. According to the General Statistics Department, the 
northern provinces have grown nearly 19,000 hectares of rice seedlings, an increase 
of 6,000 hectares over the same period last year. The area of 5th-month cropland 
already plowed dry totals 135,600 hectares, nearly double the area plowed in the 
same period last year. On the contrary, the amount of organic fertilizers prepared 
and duckweed planted for the S5th-month spring season has gone down compared with 
the corresponding period last year. Specifically, the output of organic fertilizers 
has decreased by 500,000 tons while only about 1,000 hectares of duckweed have been 
planted, compared with 3,500 hectares grown in the same period last year.” 


According to the meteorological and hydrological department's forecast, the weather 
will become increasingly warmer in the next 10 days. These climatic conditions 

will be favorable for the northern localities to concentrate on harvesting the 10th- 
month rice and for all localities to step up the planting of winter crops, especially 
potatoes, vegetables and leguminous plants. 


Aside from harvesting the 10th-month rice and planting the winter crops, in the 
coming days all localities should concentrate on growing duckweed, producing organic 


fertilizers for the 5th-month spring crops, and protecting rice seedlings and cattle, 
hogs and other domestic animals from cold weather.

WIDESPREAD ILLEGAL USE OF COOPERATIVE RESERVED LAND REPORTED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 6 Oct 81 p 3 


[Article by Nguyen Khai, Land Management General Department: "Using Land Contrary 
to Policy") 


[Text] Regulations on agricultural cooperatives earmark 5 percent of the cooperative- 
owned land for members’ families for planting vegetables, subsidiary food crops and 
grain crops, but not for other purposes. The regvlations stipulate that members must 
return the land which they no longer need, to the cooperatives, and can have it 
restored whenever they need it again. Nevertheless, at the present time, use of 
reserved land is very arbitrary in many localities; worse still, some people even see 
it as family property which can be disposed of at will. Phenomena of digging ponds, 
land encroachment, taking clay to make bricks on reserved land, and buying, reselling, 
exchanging, etc., reserved land are fairly se: ious developments. In Dong Anh village 
(An Hai, Haiphong), 64 instances of digging ponte andland encroachment involved 
15,000 square meters of reserved land. In Vinh Niem village 7,5000 square meters 
were involved. Also in Vinh Niem, a family built a house on the reserved land, later 
sold both house and land and applied with the cooperative for another land allotment; 
on grounds of encountering difficulties, another family has been allowed by the 
administration to sell its 5 percent-plot! In Bai An hamlet, Nghia Do village (Tu 
Liem, Hanoi), following transfer of a number of agricultural households to other jobs, 
some people sold the reserved land and pocketed the money, while others more cunning, 
took clay to make bricks! A number of other localities are in the same situation 

as well. 


If the above situation is not thwarted in time, the 5 percent-land belonging to 
cooperative members now being devoted to production, will be turned into residential 
land, fish ponds, or used for personal profit. It is suggested that administration 
echelons strengthen land control and inspection to promptly discover violations and 
to mete out punishment commensurate with degrees of gravity, such as levying fines, 
enjoining violators to meke reparative measures and compensate for damages caused by 
them, taking back the land or bringing violators to court, pursuant to Decision 201 
CP of 1 July 1980 of the Council of Ministers on unifying land management and 
strengthening land management work.

AGRICULTURE MINISTRY ON ADJUSTING CONTRACT NORMS

[Text] The Ministry of Agriculture has recently issued a circular providing guidance 
for the distribution of income in the 10th-month season within those cooperatives 
which apply product contracts with laborers. 


Owing to the fact that, in this year's 10th-month season, the rice crop was ser- 
iously damaged in many places by leafhoppers and that collectives were unable to 
fully meet cooperative members’ demands for supplies according to contracts, those 
localities facing difficulties in production work should adjust contract norms 

to suit the actual situation. 


Providing guidance in this matter, the circular pointed out: Contracted volumes 

of production should be reconsidered and adjusted according to the amount of sup- 
plies and technical means at the disposal of each cooperative as well as its real 
productive capability. Such adjustments should not be carried out indiscriminately; 
they should be practiced only in those localities suffering losses caused by objec- 
tive factors and natural calamities. Cooperatives should actually consider the 
requirements of production work so as to adjust the limits of expenses and supply 
consumption and work points to a more adequate level. 


In addition to providing guidance in the adjustment of contract norms, the Ministry 
of Agriculture also spelled out fairly concrete guidelines for the application of 
necessary measures to improve the distribution of income in the current 1Oth-month 
seasou... These measures included evaluating the results of production, reviewing 
economic and technical norms, and ensuring a rational distribution of income among 
production units and specialized services in cooperatives.

PRIVATE SWINE HERD INCREASES IN HANOI, THAI BINH 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 28 Sep 81 p 2 


[Text] VNA--Under the action of the agricultural product contract system, since 
the beginning of 1981 the total swine herd raised by private households in Hanoi 
has steadily increased and now numbers almost 364,000--an increase of 8.4 percent 
over the same period last year. 


The Hanoi rural districts have intcnsified leadership and assisted production 
installations in properly managing and using land and feedstuffs and in taking 
timely measures to prevent and control epizootics. In areas where product con- 
tracts have been signed with laborers, cooperative members have actively sought 
capital, breeds and feedstuffs to develop animal husbandry without relying on and 
waiting for the cooperatives’ help as in the past. Within only a short period of 
time, thousands more of cooperative members’ households in the districts of Hoai 
Duc, Thach That and Soc Son have started raising hogs with the result that the 
private hog herd in each district has increased by more than 2,000 heads on the 
average. However, animal husbandry has been improperly guided in many areas, which 
has led to 4n irrational disproportion between the collective animal husbandry and 
the livestock raising by cooperative members’ households. Of all the cooperatives 
in Me Linh District that carried out collective animal husbandry in the past, only 
two remain and the situation is similar in many other districts. In Gia Lam Dis- 
trict, there remain only 12 out of 31 cooperatives which carried out collective 
animal husbandry in the past. At present, the collective hog herd in Hanoi numbers 
only more than 24,000--20 percent down compared with the same period last year. 


To eliminate the abovementioned imbalance, the Municipal Agricultural Service has 
led pilot installations to draw experiences in coordinating private and collective 
animal husbandry and letring out work on contract under the new circumstances in 
order to deliver the fixed number of animals and the fixed quantity of product to 
the state. The Agricultural Service has chosen Lien Ha and Nam Hong cooperatives 
(Dong Anh) as two pilot units for common guidance because they have proportionally 
and rationally developed animal husbandry in both the private and collective sectors 
and also by letting out animal husbandry on contract and because they have fulfilled 
their obligations to the state satisfactorily and promptly. 


To date, there are in Thai Binh 245,500 hog raising households representing a 
4.6-percent increase over the same period last year and including 11,800 families 
who raise 3 hogs or more each. By the end of August 1981, the private herd numbers 
330,000 hogs representing an increase of nearly 10 percent compared with 1 April 
1981 and, for Thai Binh City alone, an increase of 38 percent. 
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Due to difficulties concerning feedstuffs and breeding hogs in the first 6 months 
of this year, the swine herd in both the collective and household sectors decreased 
by 12 percent as compared with the first 6 months of last year. To overcome this 
situation, the provincial agricultural sector in conjunction with the Women's Union 
and mass organizations has motivated peasants to help each other raise hogs and has 
also supplied additional capital, breeding hogs and so forth to households faced 
with difficulties. 


The city and districts in the province have drawn up plans to properly manage 13 
percent of the grain output to be reserved for animal husbandry in order to keep up 
and develop the collective hog herd. The Women's Union at various echelons has 
motivated its members to help each other in matters of breeding hogs, capital and 
hog raising experiences to enable every member's family to raise hogs. 


The districts of Hung Ha, Vu Thu and Dong Hung have applied the system of product 
contract with laborers in rice cultivation since the fifth-month and spring season 
[of this year] and have actively exploited sources of feedstuffs to raise hogs. As 
a result, in the two months of July and August 1981, the household sector raised 
5,000 to 8,000 more hogs representing an increase of between 0.5 and 16 percent over 
the same period last year. 


Nevertheless, the private animal husbandry movement is not yet even among all dis- 
tricts. In many cooperatives such as the Tien Hai, Thai Binh and Kien Xuong ones, 
from 31 to 40 percent of the total number of housholds have not yet started raising 
hogs.

INEFFECTIVE DELIVERY OF GOODS TO OWNERS BY HAIPHONG PORT 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 26 Sep 81 p 2 


[Article by Nguyen Cong Hoan, of the Ministry of Foreign Trade: “Haiphong Port 
Shrinks from Cargo Delivery Difficulties") 


[Text] The shipping of goods placed in containers makes transportation very con- 
venient and enables ports to rapidly unload cargoes from ships. However, if the 
goods put in a single container belong to man} owners, the latter will encounter 
difficulties in taking delivery of these commowities. 


Haiphong Port recently received a fairly large number of containers. As of 29 May 
1981, there remained more than 600 containers (including empty ones) which occupied 
large storage fields. When the owners came to receive their goods, the warehouse 
keeping cadre did not take any measure to deliver them. Many owners were thus 
obliged to wait and to go back and forth many times. At 0730 on 31 July 1981, we 
and the foreign specialists called at warehouse No 12 to receive 5 parcels of 
commodities weighing 310 kgs and placed together with other goods in a container 
having a capacity of 20 tons. Our parcels had been brought to the port by a ship 
since November 1980, but the personnel at warehouse No 12 refused to deliver the 
goods to us. Therefore, we called upon a comrade named Cong, deputy chief of pier 
No 2, and asked him to solve this problem but he refused under the pretext that not 
all of the goods owners were present there to witness the breaking off of lead seals 
and to inspect the parcels in the container. Cong also requested that all expenses 
be paid immediately. We pointed out to him that since the goods in the container 
belonged to different foreign trade general corporations and also to private 
individuals, the most correct way is for the port to invite responsible organs to 
come to inspect the goods and that each owner should pay expenses according to the 
quantity of his goods. Payment should be made according to the procedures indi- 
cated in the contract signed between the goods owners and the port. But Cong still 
refused to listen to us. Using their own cars, the specialists took us to another 
comrade named Ba, deputy director of the port, and asked him to solve this problem. 
Ba gave us a handwritten letter requesting Cong to deliver the goods but the latter 
refused once again (!) We immediately returned to see Ba again and he introduced 
us to Port Director Cuong. After hearing our explanations, Cuong gave us a hand- 
written letter requesting Ba to try and deliver the goods at all costs. This time 
Ba had to accompany us to see Cong who finally asked warehouse No 12 to solve the 
problem.

However, we could not yet receive the goods because the cargo was stocked at a high 
level and because our five parcels were put at the other end of the container. 

Pier No 2 had no equipment available but when a crane was put at its disposal, 
workers said it was out of order. After using cranes to take out the parcels, 
stevedores complained about difficulties and refused to work. Because the project 
we were working for badly needed these goods, the specialists and we had to sort 

out the goods ourselves and to work the evening shift before taking our five parcels. 


It is requeste. that Haiphong Port urgently reorganizes the delivery and reception 
of goods put in containers because the many suggestions made by goods owners have 
not yet been given consideration. It is also necessary for the port to criticize 
and immediately correct the wrong working method of cadres and workers at pier No 2.

ROLE OF TRADITIONAL MEDICINE BOOSTED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 8 Oct 81 p 1 


[Article: "Party Central Committee Secretariat Issues Directive on Organization and 
Tasks of Vietnam Association of National Medicine") 


[Text] On 30 September, the Party Central Committee Secretariat issued a directive 
on consolidating the organization and strengthening the work of the Vietnam Association 
of Traditional National Medicine in the present juncture. 


The Secretariat has decided: 


To change the name of the Vietnam Association of Oriental Medicine to that of Vietnam 
Association of Traditional National Medicine [Hoi Y Hoc Co Truyen Dan Toc VN] or 
Vietnam Association of National Medicine [Hoi Y Hoc Dan Toc VN] for short. 


The association includes those who really do bona fide professional work in traditional 
medicine and pharmacy. The Vietnam Association of National Medicine must properly 


carry out the following tasks: 


a. Mobilize, assemble, educate and unite those practicing the professions of traditional 
medicine and pharmacy, and urge all of them to strive to contribute talents and exper- 
iences to preventing and treating diseases for the people. 


b. Along with the public health sector to properly organize the training, the 
improvement and increase in number of cadres and physicians; to acquire and develop 
the nation's traditional medicine, especially by discovering and recruiting skilled 
physicians as well as individuals who inherited traditional medicinal formulas from 
their ancestors; and to voluntarily pass on their knowledge to young physicians and 
their own offspring. 





c. Along with the public health sector strengthen unity between professionals of 
traditional and modern medicines and pharmacology and to raise the spirit of cooper- 
ation and sense of socialist ownership so as to jointly care for the people's health. 


d. Along with the public health sector to propose necessary policies and procedures 
to party and state organs aiming at causing favorable conditions for developing the 


work of traditional medicine and pharmacology. 


Owing to the still different political, economic and social situations between north 
and south, in the immediate future the Vietnam Association of National Medicine will 


be organized as follows: 
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At the central level, we should continue to perfect the Central Committee of the 
Association to enable it to direct the association nationwide. 


In the localities, there will be three echelons: executive committee in provinces 

and cities; district, precinct and town committees; and committees at the primary 
level of villages, wards, etc. A chapter should be set up where there are 10 or more 
association members, and a cell should be set up where there are fewer than 10 members. 


In the south initially establish provincial and municipal provisional executive 
committees of the association. Provincial and municipal committees must closely 
coordinate with local public health services to devise plans for investigating and 
controlling traditional physicians in provinces and municipalities; enrolling and 
utilizing skilled and good traditional physicians in the common public health network; 
and on that basis, gradually organizing the association in districts, precincts and 
cities and at the village and ward level. Im the immediate future, form chaptezs - 
places where traditional national medicine forces are relatively strong, and ensur. 
party and state leadership over the association's activities. The Association Central 
Committee must have plans for strictly directing and ensuring that the association be 
organized on a solid foundation, and not in a widespread but superficial manner. 


The Secretariat reminds the public health sector and the Vietnam Association of National 
Medicine at all levels of the need to cooperate closely and to unite in the spirit of 
mutual help so as to carry out properly the acquisition, promotion and development of 
traditional national medicine hand in glove with modern medicine. 


The Central Committee of the Vietnam Association of National Medicine needs proper 
plans for preparing and convening a nationwide congress of the association to devise 
guidelines for the association's activities in keeping with the new situation, tasks 
and requirements, to issue the decision to change the association's name, and to 
elect a new central committee capable of directing the realization of the tasks of 
the association at all levels.
